The concrete slab 
on which the building is to be 
erected is already in place. 
Wilson developed the carrier 
himself. It is designed to carry 
five or six bins, and, he said, is 
used with all sorts of fruit — all 
the way from Washington apples 
to

C alifornia 
grapefruit. He produced eight of 
them in the past year in a small 
shop east of here.

Rocket Wrecks U.S. 
Medical Station

SAIGON (AP) — An enemy 
rocket wrecked an American 
medical station in South Viet­ 
nam Monday killing or woun­ 
ding the entire staff, and in 
Phnom Penh a bomb exploded in 
the U.S. Em bassy at dawn but 
injured no one. 
Meanwhile, 
the Viet Cong 
announced its forces would 
observe three-day cease-fires in 
Vietnam for Christmas and New 
Y ear’s and a four-day cease-fire 
during the Tet festival of the 
Lunar New Year at the end of 
Ja n u a ry . South V ietnam ese 
government sources said the 
allies would declare cease-fires 
for the sam e holidays but would 
not announce them until shortly 
before each holiday. They will 
probably be only 24 hours each. 
The medical dispensary was 
sm ashed during a 20-round 
rocket barrage on the Chu Lai 
base camp, headquarters of the 
U.S. Americal Division 50 miles 
south of Da Nang. It was the 
first rocket or m ortar attack on 
Chu Lai since June 19. 
Field reports said one of the 
100-pound missiles tore through

“Apart from further increases 
through the cost of living 
escalator for the years ahead, 
the increase substantially ex­ 
ceeds any trend estim ate of 
gains in national productivity,” 
the council said.

Old Sunken Treasure 
Poses Court Problem 


OTTAWA 
(AP) 
— 
The 
Canadian Supreme Court 
is 
trying to decide who owns 
$400,000 in gold and silver coins 
that lay in the hold of a sunken 
French frigate for 2Vz centuries. 
A provincial court has already 
given the treasure to Alexander 
Storm, but he says he doesn’t 
know where it is. 
Storm reclaimed the treasure 
secretly in the autumn of 1965, 
and five men claiming to be his 
partners found out about it the 
following spring. 
A court in Nova 
Scotia 
awarded them 25 per cent and 
the rest to Storm, a draftsman 
who is restoring Ft. Louisburg, 
N. S. 
On the partners’ appeal, the 
Nova Scotia Court of Appeals 
gave Storm all 8,000 silver and 
1,000 gold goins, then ruled last 
Sept. 8 that it was too late for 
further appeals. The order gave 
Storm custody of the treasure 
from the La Chameau, which 
sank near Louisburg about 1725 
while en route to Quebec. 
The partners, all residents of 
Nova Scotia, took the no-appeal 


ruling to the Supreme Court, 
which overturned it, but not 
before Storm 
consigned the 
treasure to an agent to “dispose 
of it.” 
Where is it now? 
“ I don’t know, and that’s the 
truth,” he replied. 
Storm said his agent has an 
affiliate in New York, raising 
the possibility the treasure 
might have been taken out of 
Canada. In that case, legal 
experts said, it could not be 
recovered now, and if the 
Supreme Court alters the Nova 
Scotia decision, proceeds from 
the sale could be tapped only if 
Storm stays in the country. 
Neither the agent nor his 
affiliate was identified. 
Donald A. Kerr, of Halifax, N. 
S., the partners’ lawyer, argued 
Friday that the lower courts 
failed to consider Storm ’s 
deception of his clients and their 
actions to keep the partnership 
alive after Storm tried to sever 
it. 
Storm’s attorney, John H. 
Dickey of Halifax is expected to 
present his case Monday.

The Roman 
republic fell, the empire began, 
and history’s famous lovers fled 
to suicide by the sward and asp. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
gentle patter of nighttime rain 
terrifies many residents of 
pastoral suburbs like Malibu 
and Newhall. 
Some stay awake wondering if 
their homes — and they — will 
survive to the morning. 
The thing they dread: mud­ 
slides. 
Many of the hills above these 
and other areas lost their 
protective mantles of brush in 
September’s devastating brush 
fires. And with no vegetation to 
sop up water and hold the soil, 
the likelihood of floods and killer 
avalanches of mud heightens 
with every raindrop. 
In January and February 
1969, 15 persons living in fire- 
raked foothill areas died in 
mudslides. Most of the victims 
were smothered as they slept by 
walls of rain-loosened mud 
which 
sm ashed 
like 
fists 
through bedroom walls. 
Last weekend, as the season’s 
first heavy rains fell — up to 9*6 
inches in remote areas — 
specter of mudslides once again 
became reality. 
Rocks and mud slid down 
across roads in the Malibu area, 
cutting off access 
to three 
schools and closing parts of a 50- 
mile stretch of Pacific Coast 
Highway. 
“There are a lot of scared 
people as the winter rains start 
coming,” says Clint Milne, head 
of a self-labeled “fire-flood task 
force” of the Los Angeles 
County Flood Control District. 
“There used to be brush 15 
feet high on those hills and 


ground cover a foot thick in 
places,” he continues. “Now it’s 
all gone. There’s nothing but 
black, bare dirt. There’s no way 
of stopping the water.” 
Milne and other county flood 
control officers have been 
holding meetings with foothill 
homeowners to discuss the 
threat of mudslides and floods. 
They pass out little booklets 
called “A Homeowner’s Guide 
for Debris and Erosion Con­ 
trol,” which tells where to place 
sandbags, how to build dikes 
and what to do if you wake-up 
and find your house buried to the 
eaves in mud “First of all, be 
calm. . . ”. 
The Red Cross has been 
working 
to 
“ pre-position” 
medical and food supplies in the 
event an area is cut off by 
flooding or slides. 
There gave been replanting 
and reseeding. City and county 
workers are now sandbagging 
critical drainage areas and 
strengthening check dams in the 
canyons. 
The sheriff’s office has lined 
up an amateur radio operators’ 
organization 
to 
help 
with 
canyon-to-canyon 
emergency 
communication. 
“We think we can handle 
things better than we ever could 
in the past,” says Milne. “But 
whether all our precautions will 
stand up when the first heavy, 
week-long storm arrives — well, 
we’ll just have to wait and see.” 
Meanwhile, homeowners like 
Charles Ranier of Malibu are 
laying in a supply of sandbags 
arid watching the skies.

He’s a 
very important man in his 
community and usually a happy 


one.

I’ll bet you get 
some lovely letters from mail 
carriers who tell you how happy 
they are that their husbandis 
have set hours — home early, 
time with the kids — etc. And 
they always mention “fresh air 
and exercise.”

My 
husband has seen plenty of rain 
and snow and sleet. It’s nice that

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Government Is No Gome 


In his Washington Merry-Go-Round, columnist Jack Anderson 
comments that avid sports fan Richard Nixon knows when a losing 
team needs rejuggling and is scram bling to change his lineup for 
the Big Game in 1972. Anderson was using the sports term s only as 
figures of speech, of course, but nevertheless they picture the 
situation too exactly for comfort. The President of the United 
States is conducting his high office as a gam e — not a football 
game, it’s true, but still as a gam e, a political game. 


The aides he is jettisoning in the wake of this fall’s elections 
must, for the most part, hold the sam e views and possess the sam e 
abilities that we m ust assum e he approved before the election. 
What he knows now that he didn’t know then is that the political 
strategy that they put together didn’t work. It w asn’t suddenly 
shown on Nov. 3 that the policies formed with those aides’ help were 
not good for the country, that they were not calculated to stave off 
depression, to halt inflation, to reduce crim e or bring peace. What 
was shown was that Mr. Nixon probably would not be reelected in 
1972 if the sam e policies are followed. In other words, the President 
is playing a cutthroat gam e of politics. 
A post-election reshaping of government policies might be 
justified if there had been a clear showing of popular sentiment and 
the changes were m ade in line with it. But there is no indication 
that is being done. The indication is exactly what Anderson has 
expressed so vividly. 
The President of the United States is 
scrambling to change his lineup for the Big Game of 1972. 


It’s a shabby spectacle. Governing the United States is no 
game. The Am erican people have a right to expect their President 
to exert his every effort to guiding the nation in the paths which he 
believes it should follow. If doing that results in his defeat at the 
next election, then he should accept defeat. 


This is not to say that he should not change his mind on 
national issues. It is simply to say that he should not change his 
position simply to line up with political weathervanes. We have a 
right to expect a more inspiring and more resolute stand from the 
head of our government. We should be satisfied with no less than a 
high order of statesm anship.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Insurance For Everybody 


By JA CK A N D ER SO N 
WASHINGTON — The White 
House is quietly at work on what 
will be President Nixon’s most 
dram atic social reform: 
a 
nationwide system of health 
insurance. 
The President is about to take 
a decided turn to the left. 
He 
looks upon himself as a modern 
Disraeli, 
a 
progressive 
con­ 
servative who believes in social 
and political reforms. 
As now envisioned by While 
House advisors, 
the cost of 
national health insurance will be 
sh ared by em ployers, 
em ­ 
ployees 
and 
the 
federal 
government in much the same 
m anner as social security. 
Welfare recipients, of course, 
will get their insurance free. 
T entatively 
called 
the 
“ F am ily H ealth A ssurance 
Plan,” the Nixon proposal would 
m ake particip atio n by both 
doctors and patients a m atter of 
personal choice. 
It would be 
adm inistered by existing health 
insurance companies, such as 
the Blue Cross. 
The private 
firms would continue with their 
standard operating procedures. 
The Nixon plan undoubtedly will 
unnerve 
his 
conservative 
supporters. 
National health 
insurance, for exam ple, 
is 
an ath em a to the A m erican 
Medical Association which calls 
it “ socialized medicine.” 
But the President feels his 
conserv ativ e cred en tials are 
such that he can call upon 
congressional conservatives for 


support. 
He went all-out for 
them in the 1970 campaign. Now 
he intends to collect on his 
political IOUs. 
Footnote: 
Senate Republic 
Leader Hugh Scott is pushing 
ahead wiiii his own national 
health insurance plan. He will 
introduce the bill after the new 
Congress convines in January. 
SENATE’S MR. SMUT 
Senator Roman Hruska, R- 
Neb., has taken um brage over 
our report that at the sam e time 
he was denouncing sm ut and 
violence, he was a partner in a 
chain of bawdy movie houses. 
We owe him an apology. 
We have now learned that he 
was even more audacious than 
we had thought. 
While he 
delivered 
pious 
speeches 
against pornography, he used 
his influence in the backrooms 
of the Senate to block legislation 
which would outlaw “ salacious 
advertising” that panders to the 
“ prurient interest.” 
Such a law on the books would 
prevent his movie chain from 
using 
the 
titillatin g 
ad­ 
vertisements and displays that 
draw customers to the box of­ 
fice. 
Here are some typical teasers 
that the Hruska houses have 
used to promote recent skin 
flics: 
“The Wild and 
the 
Willing” (“They broke every 
speed limit in a parked car” ,) 
“Adam and Eve” (“Depicted au 
natural, 
It is something to 
see” ,) “The Love-Ins” (“Take a 
trip into the psychedetic world 


of the hippies” ,) “Two Weeks in 
September” (“ Brigitte Bardot 
in love as no woman ever loved 
before” ,) 
“ Shanty T ram p ” 
(“Sorry, because of the ad- 
normal nature of this film, we 
cannot use any photos in ad­ 
vertisem ents” .) 
Hruska sits on the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, which has 
long been considering a number 
of pornography laws. The bills 
have been referred variously to 
the subcom m ittees on Con­ 
stitutional R ights, C rim inal 
Laws and Juvenile Delinquency. 
HRUSKA BLOCKED BILL 
As a mem ber of all three 
subcom m ittees, H ruska has 
personally intervened to prevent 
the 
obscene 
advertising 
bill 
from reaching the Senate floor. 
He has taken care not to leave 
any record of his intervention. 
But this column has learned 
from other committee members 
that the bill has been held up at 
Hruska’s private request. 
What makes this all the more 
ironical is that the bill was in­ 
troduced by his old mentor, the 
late Senator Ev Dirksen, R-Ill. 
It would prohibit the use of the 
m ails and other in te rsta te 
facilities for the distribution of 
obscene advertising. 
This would hit the Senator 
where it hurts him the most: in 
his bank account. 
He is half 
owner, secretary and director of 
D ouglas T h eater Com pany, 
which 
owns 
drive-ins 
and 
theaters in Omaha, Lincoln and 
C arter Lake, Iowa. 


Roman Hruska tends to look 
upon himself as the noblest 
Roman of them all. 
He is 
positively 
pious 
about 
everything he does. He actually 
has sponsored bills against sm ut 
and violence, if not provocative 
ad v ertisin g . 
His pronoun­ 
cements on pornography have 
been laced with such phrases as 
“ common decency” and “ good 
m orals.” 
But his interest in “ good 
m orals,” apparently, stops at 
his pocketbook. 
Footnote: Senate Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott, presumably 
unaware of H ruska’s objections, 
has put the obscene advertising 
bill 
on 
his 
list 
of 
“ m ust” 
legislation. It will be interesting 
to see 
w hether 
the 
san c­ 
tim onious 
S enator 
from 
Nebraska will now support his 
leader. 
POLLUTION SOLUTION 
While most communities only 
wail for tougher laws to solve 
their 
pollution 
problem, 
the 
Wilkes-Barre area is making a 
$14-million commitment to treat 
polluted mine water. 
Ground has been broken for 
an “ acid 
m ine w ater de­ 
m ineralization p la n t” which 
will turn the corrupted w ater 
into pure w ater at a rate of five 
million gallons a day. 
If the process works well, it 
may be stepped up with more 
units to 20 million gallons a day. 
Local businessmen through the 
Chamber of Commerce found 
and provided the 25-acre site.

Wall Street, Bizarre Soap Opera

— Two brokers were fined for 
rumormongering. 
— Employes of a large firm 
rebelled ag ain st taking lie 
detector tests, leading to the 
possibility of a m assive union 
invasion of the citad el 
of 
capitalism. 
— It was disclosed, reluc­ 
tantly, that the New York Stock 
E xchange had 
p rep ared a 
confidential 
rep o rt 
on 
the 
possibility of merging with its 
riv al, the A m erican Stock 
Exchange. Ralph Saul, Amex 
president, was sent a copy. 
Earlier this month, you may 
rem em ber, the NYSE was 
scathingly indicted by Robert 
Haack, its own president, who 
m ade referen ces to “ inept 
managem ent,” “ blatant gim- 
mickerfy,” and “ intrigues and 
machinations.” 
Haack’s speech followed a 
milder reproach to the industry

ONLY AN all-out drive can 
avert a near-calamitous situ» 
ation that exists in many hos­ 
pitals in America. 
The problem is the danger 
of 
blood 
transfusions 
with 
blood taken from derelects, 
prostitutes, skid row winos, 
and drug addicts. 
T h e s e pa­ 
thetic 
people 
out of 
sheer 
d e s p e r a - 
tion, sell their 
blood for the 
price of a bot­ 
tle of liquor, 
or 
a 
heroin 
“fix.” 
U n a u t h o r ­ 
i z e d 
private 
and uninspect­ 
ed blood bank 
companies buy a pint of blood 
for three to five dollars, and 
then sell it to hospitals for 
five times as much. 
Periods of desperate short­ 
age make such sales to hos­ 
pitals necessary, even though 
the possibility of serum hepa­ 
titis from such blood is a haz­ 
ard. 
There is one way that pa­ 
tients can be spared this po­ 
tential danger: Families of pa­ 
tients in need of transfusions 
can give them, and others, a 
truly significant hospital gift. 
By donating extra pints of 
blood, the blood bank level 
can be kept up with healthier 
blood, free of contamination. 


Once the cycle of giving 
blood is established, 
young 
people are insuring the safety 
of their elders. Later, they 


themselves can be given the 
same insurance. 
Healthy people can give a 
pint of blood at regular in­ 
tervals without the slightest 
danger to themselves. 
An all-out educational cam­ 
paign will show these young 
people the reward of giving, 
and obviate the dangers of 
the present situation.

Warnings about the dangers 
of plastic bags used as toys 
by children have been very ef­ 
fective. Deaths from suffoca­ 
tion have been tremendously 
reduced since this hazard was 
pointed out. 
Another danger now threat­ 
ens youngsters who are tempt­ 
ed to get "high” by sniffing. 
Many cases have been re­ 
ported of teen-agers who die 
by 
inhaling 
airplane 
glue, 
cleaning fluids, and a variety 
of other substances that come 
out of aerosol cans. 
These 
hydro-carbons 
are 
sprayed into a plastic bag, 
then sniffed. Death can occur 
quickly from suffocation and 
from the inhalation of these 
chemicals. 
The frequency with which 
this occurs is startling evi­ 
dence of how thrill seekers are 
toying with lives. 
Public health officials call 
this new threat the “sudden 
sniffing death syndrome” and 
plead with parents and educa­ 
tors to bring this problem out 
into the open. 
Only by talking about it

Administration Takes 
Hard Aim At Wage, 
Price Increases 


WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
the F ederal Reserve Board 
making another move toward 
easier money, the Nixon ad­ 
ministration took aim today at 
wage and price increases it 
considers inflationary. 
The White House put the 
finishing touches on its second 
inflation alert, a statem ent 
which officials said beforehand 
spotlights wage-price decisions 
causing inflation. 
The alert comes on the heels of 
a decision by the Federal 
Reserve that could have an 
inflationary effect but never­ 
theless is supported by 
the 
administration. 
The Fed late Monday lowered 
the discount rate, the amount its 
mem ber banks charge for 
borrowing, from 5% to 5M> per 
cent. 
It was the second such cut in 
less 
than 
three weeks 
and 
signaled another possible drop 
in the prime interest rate, the 
amount large 
banks 
charge 
their biggest and best customers 
for money. 


SST Developers 
Warned Dangers Of 
Altering Weather 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Interior Department has urged 
developers of the supersonic 
transport plane to heed war­ 
nings that 
the SST could 
seriously alter the w orld’s 
weather. 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., 
said the report raises such 
serious questions he will seek a 
delay 
in 
the 
Senate 
vote 
scheduled later this week to 
appropriate $290 million to 
continue 
work 
on 
SST 
prototypes. 
The 
Interior 
D epartm ent 
questioned whether water vapor 
from the SST’s exhausts would 
change climatic conditions in 
polar regions and eventually 
around the globe. 
A 
sim ilar 
environm ental 
question was raised Sunday by 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., 
who said a projected fleet of 500 
to 700 SSTs by the 1980s could 
destroy a portion of the ozone 
shield in the upp>er atmosphere 
which protects the earth from 
ultraviolet radiation. 
Release of the Interior report 
Monday was one of several 
maneuvers by both sides of the 
SST controversy preceding the 
appropriations vote, which is 
expected to be close. 
These were other m ajor 
developments Monday: 
— Sen. Warren Magnuson, D- 
Wash., moving to head off SST 
critics, introduced a bill banning 
sonic-boom producing flights 
over all 50 states. 
He said 
transoceanic flights alone would 
assure the SST’s economic 
success. Boeing Aircraft, the 
primary SST producer, is based 
in his home state. 
— The National Academy of 
Sciences, through a study panel, 
said it “ is not accusing the SST 
of potential crimes against the 
environment’’ and would not 
recom m end 
the 
prototype 
program be slowed down.

California Collects 


Political Muscle

California will 
collect 
the 
political muscle next year that 
goes along with being No. 1 in 
the union in population. 
The official U. S. Census 
Bureau count of 20,098,863 
released Monday means the 
state will pick up five seats in 
the U. S. House of Represen­ 
tatives — going from 38 to 43. 
Most of the new political 
power shifting to California will 
go to the suburban areas. It will 
be a battle of will between a 
D em ocratic-controlled state 
legislature and Republican Gov. 
Ronald Reagan as to how it is 
apportioned. 
Figures revealed just today by 
the 
A ssem bly’s 
reap­ 
portionment committee show 
the Northern California districts 
with major population gains are 
in Santa Clara County south of 
San Francisco. 
Both Orange and San Diego 
counties in Southern California 
will pick up representation — 
virtually a full seat for growing 
Orange County, depending on 
how boundary lines are drawn. 
Suburban 
areas 
of 
Los 
Angeles County such as the San 
Fernando Valley 
West Los 
Angeles and Santa Monica and 
along the edge of Orange County 
picked up representation. 
There biggest losses were in 
the core city areas of San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and 
Oakland. 
The heaviest losers were the 
21st District in South Central 
Los Angeles, 
held 
by 
Rep. 
Augustus 
F. 
Hawkins, 
Democrat, and the 30th, 
in 


downtown 
Los 
Angeles, 
represented by Rep. Edward R. 
Roybal, Democrat. 
Although D em ocrats 
will 
dominate the redistricting, the 
areas of most gain tend to be 
conservative in voting — par­ 
ticularly 
in suburban 
Los 
Angeles, Orange and San Diego 
counties. 
The core urban districts, 
mostly held by Democrats, will 
have to be enlarged to reflect the 
shift of population to the 
bedroom communities. 
The 1971 legislature will 
reapportion the congressional 
districts to reflect the gain of 
five seats as well as shifts of 
population within the state. 
With Democrats in control, 
they are expected to try to draw 
the districts so as many of them 
as 
possible 
have 
heavy 
Democratic registration. This is 
known as Gerrymandering. 


But Reagan has threatened to 
veto any reapportionment bill 
that doesn’t fairly draw district 
lines to represent population and 
party registration. 
Democrats now control the 
House delegation 20-18. 
One 
Democratic 
assem ­ 
blyman 
declared, 
when 
Democrats upset Republicans to 
control of both houses of the 
legislature, “This has saved 10 
to 15 congressional seats for the 
Democrats.” 
California passed New York 
State several years ago as the 
most populous in the nation, but 
congressional 
seats 
are 
redistributed only after each 
census. New York drops two 
seats, from 41 to 39.

Finance Committee 
Removes Import 
Quota From Shoes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate Finance Committee has 
removed import quotas on shoes 
from a restrictive foreign-trade 
bill, giving President Nixon one 
of several concessions he had 
asked in the House-passed 
measure. 


Monday’s action came on an 8- 
6 vote, which could be changed if 
three absent senators record 
their votes. 


As a result of the vote, the 
major item left in the bill is a 
mandatory quota system on 
imported woolen and synthetic 
textiles. The committee diluted 
that slightly, exempting foreign 
necktie fabrics. 


Chairman Russell Long, D- 
La., said the vote on shoe quotas 
ended committee action on the 
trade measure. 


Sen. Elect Tunney 
Says Murphy Has 
Not Been in Touch

Orbiting Astronomy Observatory 
Fails To Orbit, Lies In Ashes 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The most expensive, complex 
scientific satellite ever built lies 
in ashes somewhere in Africa or 
the Indian Ocean today while a 
review board seeks to learn why 
it failed to reach orbit. 
The 
doomed 
Orbiting 
A stronom ical 
O bservatory, 
OAO 3, had carried the world’s 
largest space telescope, which 
might have unlocked many 
secrets of the universe. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration blamed 
the failure of the $98.5 million 
project on a protective nose cone 
which did not jettison as planned 
four minutes after launch here 
Monday night. 
The 12-foot-tall cone, made of 
honeycomb fibreglass, 
was 
designed to protect the satellite 
during 
the 
Atlas-Centaur 
rocket’s upward thrust through 
the atmosphere. 
It was to have opened like a 
clamshell, and the two parts 
were to have been blown off the 
rocket by explosive charges 
once the booster pushed above 
the atmosphere. 
Radio signals indicated the 
shroud deployed partially, but 
did not fall away There were 


these results: 
— The Atlas-Centaur had to 
carry along an 
extra 
2,000 
pounds of weight 
for the 
rem aining eight m inutes of 
powered flight. That was too 
great a burden for it to achieve 
orbital speed. 
— When the satellite’s solar 
panels and antennae tried to 
extend, they were restricted by 
the sides of the shroud. Thus, 
even if orbit had been reached, 
the OAO 3 would have been 
useless. 
NASA said the 4,680-pound 
satellite plunged back to earth 
over Africa or the Indian Ocean. 
It probably broke up from at­ 
mospheric friction. 
Nose shrouds have been 
jettisoned 
successfully 
on 
hundreds of flights from Cape 
Kennedy. But there were three 
notable failures in the past. 
Shroud structural failures 
resulted in destruction of a Mars 
shot 
in 
1964 
and 
a 
com­ 
munications satellite launch in 
1966. 
The cone on the docking target 
satellite for Gemini 9 opened 
only 
halfway, 
prompting 
astronaut Thomas Stafford to 
call it an “angry alligator.” 


C onsiderable 
confusion 
surrounded Monday night's 
launch. NASA at first announced 
OAO 3 had orbited successfully, 
then said there was conflicting 
data. After 90 minutes, the 
agency announced the failure. 


With 
328,000 
parts, 
the 
satellite was the most expensive 
and complex scientific payload 
ever built, costing $83 million. 
The rocket and launch costs 
were $15.5 million, raising the 
total cost of the mission to $98.5 
million 
The nose cone cost about 
$200,000. 
It was the second failure in 
three launchings for the Or­ 
biting 
Astronomical 
Ob­ 
servatory program. 
OAO 1 suffered an electrical 
failure minutes after it reached 
orbit in 1966. OAO 2 was laun­ 
ched successfully two years ago 
and still is transmitting data, 
from 
its 
16-inch-diameter 
telescope, the largest in space. 


Astronomers had hoped that 
OAO 3, with a huge 38-inch 
telescope, would provide the 
clearest picture yet of star 
behavior and other mysteries of 
interstellar space.

Vehicles Less Than 
1500 Pounds Must 
Now Have Fenders 
The California Highway 
Patrol called attention to 
several changes in the Vehicle 
Code soon to become effective. 
Motor vehicles weighing less 
than 1500 pounds, which 
previously have not been 
required to have fenders, are 
losing that exemption with 
regard to vehicles manufac­ 
tured and first registered after 
Jan. 1. As a result, dune buggies 
and other specially built cars 
constructed after the end of this 
year must have fenders, covers 
or devices as wide as the tire 
tread if they are to be used on 
public streets and highways. 
The new amendment also 
makes clear that it is unlawful to 
operate any vehicle required to 
have fenders in which the fen­ 
ders are not as wide as the tires. 
In order to protect motor­ 
cyclists temporarily stopped, 
motorcycles registered and 
manufactured after Jan. 1, must 
be equipped so all taillamps, 
when turned on, will remain 
lighted automatically for at 
least one-quarter hour if the 
engine stops. 
The California Highway 
Patrol will adopt regulations 
establishing specifications and 
standards for safety helmets for 
use by motorcycle operators and 
passengers; sale of unapproved 
helmets is prohibited six months 
after the effective date of the 
regulations. However, the law 
does not mandate the wearing of 
safety helmets. 


METERS HELP 
Parking meters are helping 
ease rush-hour traffic by 
promoting commuter off-street 
parking in metered parking lots. 
According to a supplier of 
parking meters, the commuter 
lot parking meter operates on a 
time period of eight to ten hours. 
The meter discourages short 
term parking by not registering 
until after the fourth quarter has 
teen inserted.

Controversial Study 
Recommends Canal

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
presidential commission has 
ended a six-year study with a 
controversial proposal to build a 
$2.88 billion sea-level waterway 
across Central America within a 
few miles of the Panama Canal. 
But before a shovel is turned, 
the 
proposal 
faces 
m ajor 
budgetary, 
diplomatic 
and 
ecological hurdles in both the 
United States and Panama. 


The Atlantic-Pacific Inter- 
Oceanic Canal Study Com­ 
mission spent $22 million before 
turning its conclusions over to 
P resident 
Nixon, 
Monday 
calling for the canal to run 
across Panama and parallel to 
the existing passageway. 
The commission said the 
current 
lock-type 
Panam a 
Canal, which opened in 1914, will 
reach its maximum capacity of 
26,800 annual transits by the end 
of; the century, and a new, wider 
canal is needed for defense 
purposes and to avoid “in­ 
tolerable constraints on world 
shipping.’’

For some time, the com­ 
mission considered nuclear 
devices as a means of blasting 
open the canal’s path. But after 
spending $17 million studying 
the Panamanian terrain and 
available nuclear technology, it 
recom m ended 
conventional 
excavation techniques. 
Panel members said there are 
too many unanswered questions 
about the safety of nuclear 
devices and possible conflicts 
with the Nuclear Test Ban 
Treaty. 
Because implementation of 
the com m ission’s proposals 
requires a treaty, approval is 
needed from the United States 
and Panamanian governments 
and the U. S. Senate. 
State D epartm ent sources 
said growing nationalism in 
Panam a 
will 
com plicate 
negotiations 
relating 
to 
sovereignty over the new canal 
and provisions for its defense. 
The 
com m ission 
avoided 
making recommendations on 
these issues, saying they were 
outside its purview. 


A big hurdle to be overcome in 
the U. S. Senate is the cost 
factor. 
Rep. Daniel J. Flood, D-Pa., 
one of the most influential voices 
in the Congress on canal affairs, 
has spoken out against the 
recom m endation, saying the 
United States already has spent 
$5.1 billion on the present canal 
for construction and defense 
since 1904. 
Flood also has warned against 
“invasion of the Atlantic or the 
Pacific by sea snakes, which are 
as deadly as the cobra.” 
Environmentalists have also 
questioned the idea of mixing 
the waters of the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans. They say some 
species of sea life might be 
threatened while undesirable 
predators might proliferate. 
Under questioning at a news 
conference Monday, retired 
Brig. Gen. Kenneth E. Fields, 
one of the commission’s five 
members, said not enough is 
known of the ecological con­ 
sequences of ocean mixing to 
substantiate fears expressed by 
Flood.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
stock market today gave up all 
of its early sharp gains as profit 
takers seized on the rally gains 
of the past eight days. Trading 
was heavy. 
At 2 p.m. the Dow Jones 
average of 30 industrial stocks 
was off .42 points at 793.67, after 
being up more than 6 points 
earlier. At one point the Dow 
was above the 800 level for the 
first time in almost a year. 
Advances led declines by 
about 2 to 1 on the New York 
Stock Exchange after being 
ahead almost 5 to l earlier. 
The New York Stock Ex­ 
change tape was running late off 
and on all morning as first-hour 
turnover of 7.03 million shares 
became the third-highest on 


record and the heaviest since 
April 30, 1969. 
As of Monday’s close and 
before the profit taking set in, 
the eight-day 40-point rally had 
carried the Dow some 163 points 
above its low for the year. 
B rokers called the profit- 
taking normal for the current 
rally gains. These were sparked 
by falling interest rates and 
improved investor psychology 
once the Dow broke beyond the 
narrow trading range that had 
confined activity for almost 4 
months.

Sources Says Flights

WASHINGTON (AP) — U. S. 
sources say Am erican su r­ 
veillance flights along the Suez 
Canal were stopped more than 
three weeks ago, about the time 
the buildup of Soviet missile 
sites along the waterway’s west 
bank came to a halt. 
Officials declined Monday to 
connect the developments, but a 
great deal of the recent con­ 
troversy over the roles played in 
the Mideast by the two super­ 
powers concerned the recon­ 
naissance flights and the missile 
site construction. 
No reason was provided for 
the halt in the flights by the high­ 
flying American U-2 planes and 
officials declined to comment on 
reports that Egypt had made a 
tough protest about the sur­ 
veillance. They did acknowledge 
the Cairo government called in 
U. S. diplomats to discuss the 
situation.
